glOLOGISTS are to have an 

opportuniiy of discussing all 
aspects of tiic tlicory of evolu- 
tion tomorrow night when the 
Biological Society meets in the 
Union Music Room at 8 o'clock. 
Colin Nicol, Honours student in 
Zoology and President of the 
Society will open the mocting with 
H paper on "The Evolution Theory" 
to be followed by Theodore Sourkes 
who will talk on "The Interpreta- 
tion of Evolution."^ Professor. Hus- 
hlns will chair the discussion fol- 
lowing the two papers. 

In a statement issued by the ex- 
ecutive last night attention was 
called to the fact that most of the 
elementary courses In biology, such 
as Botany li Zoology 1, and Natural 
Science centre around the theory of 
Evolution, and an open meeting at 
which students can present their 
own views and perhaps have them 
clarified may be of great value. 
INTEREST TO LAYKIEX. 
In connection with this point the 
e.xecutive wishes to state that all 
meetings this year will, be designed 
to interest students not only of biol- 
ogy but of the related social sci- 
ences. The function of the society 
to call to tlie attention of the 
student certain problems of biology 
which affect not only the scientist 
I but also the layman. With this end 
lin vley/ subjects .for discussion this 
I year are of a much more general 
I nature than in previous years when 
I meetings were of a rather technical 
Imuture and of interest only to stu- 
fjdents in highly specialized fields. 

This will be the Biological So- 
Jciety's second meeting this year. 
iThe first dealt with "Biology in Ed- 
lucation," and was addressed by 
I Harry Learf, M.Sc., and Allen Gold. 
I Other meetings have been arranged 
I ior November 18 and December 2. 
liThe stibjects for consideration will 
I ba "studies in Adaptation," and 
"Philosophy in Biology," respec-

Engineers Hold Third Debate; 
Negative of Resolution Upheld 

Public Ownership of Hydro Electric Power Undesir- 
able — Norsworthy and Garrett Present Strong 
Argument — Ontario Hydro Focal Point 
of Discussion 



'T'HE third of a series of debates 
* sponsored by the Engineering 
Debating Committee was held yes- 
terday afternoon in the Engineering 
amphitheatre, when the subject 
under discussion, "Public Owner- 
ship of Hydro Electric Power is in 
the Best Interests of Canada," cen- 
tered around the Ontario Hydro; 
private ownership was advocated. 
The victory went to the negative, 
represented by E. Norsworthy and 
D. Garrett of Third Year. 

P. Soicher, of Second Year, open- 
ed his remarks by emphasizing that 
electricity is as indispensable as air. 
He pointed out that in the interests 
of the consumers, rates should be 
as low as possible and this would 
be accomplished only by public 
ownership. He stressed the fact 
that the Ontario Hydro was organ- 
ized by i 'Sèvéral^mû^^cilTâ^^^^^ 



supply power at cost, while ,the 
privately-owned concerns of Que- 
bec seek profit above all. 

E. Norsworthy opened the discus- 
sion for the negative by stating that 
in theory public ownership might 
work very well, but that in practice 
would not be successful. He slated 
numerous' .instances where politics 
was detrimental to a state-owned 
power company, and drew atten- 
tion to the debt contracted by the 
Hydro in its thirty-odd years of 
operation. 

"There is far more danger in pub- 
lici'niohopoly than there is in private 
monopoly for when the Government 
goes into business it can always 
shift its losses to the taxpayer. The 
Government never really goes into 
business for it never makes ends 
meet, and that is the first requisite

'The invention of the photoelec- 
tric microcolorimeter will revolu- 
tionize some methods now in use 
here in making the quantitative 
anaiysta ; of ; fluids," Dr. J. S. 
Mealcins," Professor of Medicine said 
last night when queried about the 
invention of Kenneth Evelyn, Mc- 
Gill Medical' undergraduate. — "If 
will • permit the abandonment of 
difficult physical methods of 
analysis in favor of simpler chem- 
ical methods." 

Designed to determine variations 
in fluid coloring, the microcolori- 
meter is. a square wooden box, 
housing a sleeve in which is placed 
a iest tube containing the fluid to 
be examined. 

On one side of the sleeve is a sen- 
sitive photoelectric cell. On the 
other is placed one of a series of 
filters, varying in shades through 
red, green, yellow and blue, ..each 
tested and identified for the minute 
measurement of different lengths of 
light waves. A galvanometer is at- 
tached to the filter being used to 
allow close reading. 

In application, the coloured glass 
filters light of a known wave length 
into the fluid. THis is recorded 
through the photoelèclric cell. Dif-

"If , there is one thing which, the 
Undergraduates ought to strive to 
preserve it is the spirit of unity in 
McGill University." .With these 
words Colonel Wilfrid Bovey closed 
his address to the Anglican Club 
last night in Strathcona Hall. Col- 
onel Bovey pointed out that Mc- 
Gill was originally a place where 
the Principal knew not only the 
names of the Staff but also their 
children, and that this had become 
an Inheritance for us by • which 
the spirit of unity in McGill is far 
stronger than in other institutions 
of a similar size. 

Colonel Bovey gave, the club a 
brief history of McGill, interspers- 
ing it with a number' of Humorous 
anecdotes, of those days. The 
original Arts Building, he said, was 
completed in 1845 within two days 
of the time limit of the contract, 
after which time the. money don- 
ated by him would have reverted 
to the relatives of James : McGill. 
However it. was not until 1855, 
when Sir William Dawson was 
made principal, that activities really 
commenced. In 1870 the. old Medi- 
cal Building was erected, then Mol- 
son Hall was: built,. now. the School 
of.' Commerce. What is now the 
Dean's . office was then the main 
lecture room ,ot the Engineers, 
where the Physics . Building is 
situated how was a pasture In 
which a cow was kept which gave 
the milk supply for soine oï the 
members of the staff. '-The' Colonel

QTTAWA.— "The Dominion Gov- 
ernment has awarded a contract 
running into approximately $1,500,- 
000 for the construction of eighteen 
improved' Bristol 'Blenheim' Coastal 
Reconnaisancc twin engincd aircraft 
to tlie Fairchild Aircraft Limited, 
the building of which will cover 
approximately three years and em- 
ploy between. 300 and 400 men. The 
machines will be built at the plant 
of the Fairchild Company at 
Longueuil, Que., where combined 
seaplane and land plane facilities 
are available. 

"The Blenheim, \_ which, in the 
Canadian version will be convert- 
ible to land, ski or seaplane, is con- 
sidered to be the fastest machine of 
this type in existence today and is 
capable of speeds in the neighbor- 
hood of 280 miles per hour at 14.000 
feet. It is able to climb at the ;^ate 
of 100 feet per minute at a height 
of 30,000 feet, when the machine is 
fully loaded to 11,700 pounds. 

"The Bristol Blenheim, which Is 
powered by two Bristol ^Mercury 
825 h.p. engines, was' chosen by the 
Department of National Defence 
aftei' a. careful survey of all avail- 
able general reconnaisance types of 
aircraft now in course of develop- 
ment in Great Britain," because, it 
is reported, the department consid- 
ered it to be the best In its class.

j|y|ONTREAL— "The Life of Emile 
Zola," a film starring Paul 
Muni as the., great French author 
and leader of the .fight for the re- 
instatement of Captain Dreyfus, vic- 
tim of a French military clique at 
the turn of the present century, has 
been temporarily banned by the 
Quebec Board of Censors according 
to information received from an 
authoritative source. The pic- 
ture, hailed by critics as one of the 
finest products . of the year, was 
shown here in a special preview in 
September. It opened in New York 
recently. . 

Eugene Beaulac, head of the local 
Board of Censors refused to make 
a statement when questioned on 
the subject. It will be remembered 
in connection with the present 
i)roblem that George Arliss's bio- 
graphical film of the life of Vol- 
taire,' made some years ttgo, was 
also not shown in Montreal, or, as 
as can be ascertained, in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. The writings of 
both great French authors are listed 
in the Index of Prohibited Books 
of (ho Roman Catholic Church. 

The highlight of the- picture is 
the great trial scene when Zola was 
sued by the French Army Com- 
mand for .criminal libel after 
publishing the famous brochure, 
"J'Accuse." 



CENTRAL EUROPE 

J^OME.— Joachim von Ribbentrop, 
German Ambassador to Great 
Britain, is expected to arrive here 
by air by Friday ostensibly to join 
his daughter, whom he left at, Capri 
on his last visit but actually, it is 
believed, in order to be present at 
the signature of the Italo-Japanese 
anti-Communist pact 

The exact form this pact will 
take is not yet known and most 
Italian and Gei:man circles maintain 
the greatest secrecy; but the fact 
that von Ribbentrop is journeying 
all the way to Rome to be here on 
signature day leads to a belief that 
it will be a tripartite Italo- 
Germano-Japanese arrangement. 

The signature of this pact at the 
present moment emphasizes Prem- 
ier Mussolini's determination to 
work hand In glove with Chancel- 
lor Hitler even at the 'cost of dis- 
pleasing Britain. When the Ger- 
mano - Japanese anti - Communist 
pact was concluded last year Italy 
in fact refused to adhere to it be- 
cause at that time she was court- 
ing Britain's friendship. Now in- 
stead the Rome-Berlin axis' must 
apparently take precedence over 
everything else and Britain is to be 
made to realize that the Rome-Ber- 
lin .axis ids »an Inseparable whole.- 



SPANISH . , 

l^iiADRID— The bombing of Lerida 
***yesterday which shocked Loy- 
alist Spain as notahing has done 
since Guernica was followed up to- 
day by another bombing— this time 
at Barbastro. In today's attack ;70 
or 80 Avcre killed.. Once again, the 
victims were caught in mid-after-, 
noon as they were walking around 
town and once again, according to 
an. official communique, insurgent 
planes swftoped down and machine 
gunned the helpless population. No 
further details were available to- 
day. ... 

The London Committee's resolu- 
tion on withdrawal of volunteers 
comes at ' a time when Loyalist 
Spain is exceptionally bit'.er about 
the non-intervention problem. The 
bombing of Lerida is considored 
one of the most senseless and cruel 
attacks of the entire war. That 
50 childiren or more should have 
been killed is recognized as partly 
accidental; but- it is pointed out that 
something of the sort may well be 
expected when a town of 05 miles 
from the nearest front line is 
bombed during a period of complete 
tranquility at the 'front. 

The fact that according to the of- 
ficial communique - some planes 
came down and machine-gunned 
the pôpiilàtion' in the streets is 
taken to mean that the attack on 
Lerida • was intended purely and 
simply to spread terror at import- 
ant points in" the rear. 



Rev. Mr. Kik Propounds 
Theory of Infallabllity 
of Old Testament 



CONTROVERSY FOLLOWS 



"The Bible does not need defence, 
but there are people who need to 
know the defence of the Bible," 
stated the Reverend J. M. Kik at 
the I.'V.C.F. meeting held at the 
Divinity Hall yesterday afternoon 
Mr. kik prefaced hi; talk on "The 
Verbal Inspiration of the Bible" by 
a few general remarks in defence 
of the Scriptures, citing as proof of 
its integrity the absolute belief of 
Jesus Christ and His Apostles in it, 
and the facl that in the history of 
Archaeology not one thing has been 
found to disprove or contradict a 
single statement in the Bible, and 
that the further we go into secular 
history the more we see of truth, in 
the Bible. He illustrated this last 
point by showing how criticisms of 
the inaccuracy of- the Scriptures had 
beeii 'disproved by historical' re- 
search. 

That Christ and the Apostles be- 
lieved In the verbal inspiration of 
the Old Testament, was; shown by 
Mr, Kik in the many quota'tioris he 
had chosen from the Gospels and 
the various Books ,in which re- 
ference has been made constantly to 
the Scriptures, as' the source of the 
law. From this it may be seen that 
both Christ and His disciples - re- 
gard the Scriptures as synonymous 
with the "Word of God" down to 
the smallest detail, so that any at- 
tempt to question" the infallibility 
of the Old Testament would be to 
question the truth of Christ's teach- 
ing. As further proof of the verbal 
inspiration of the Bible Mr. Kik 
pointed out that all the prophecies 
in the Scriptures were the results 
not of man's personal investiga- 
tion, but of God's words sent to 
the world through the, ptophet.

As press corresppndent for the 
C.P.R., and staff correspondent for 
The Gazette, Mr. Grant ; encircled 
the world aboard the S.â. Empress 
of Britain on her initial circuit of 
the. globe. 

At present Mr. Fergus Grant is 
associated with the Çanadian Geo- 
graphical Journal and thé interests 
oi the Canadian Geographical Soci- 
ety will be represented by him 
throughout the Province of Quebec.

«THE attitude of the Church 
in Quebec will probably 
lead to bloodshed and violence 
in the near future," declared 
Hubert Desaulnlers, President 
of the Civil Liberties League, 
during the course of an- address 
in Strathcona Hall at noon', 
yesterday, entitled "300 Students 
and a Mayor." Fpllowing the meet- 
ing two hundred McGill students 
unanimously adopted a motion com- 
mending the League's fight to main- 
tain freedom of speech in Quebec' 

Desaulnlers accused the Legisla- 
ture of Quebec of doing "all it can 
to prevent workers from organizing 
independently," c>Uhg this' as an in- 
fringement upon civil liberties. He 
further denounced the program of 
the provincial and municipal auth- 
orities in suppressing meetings be- 
cause of their possible- Communist 
tendencies merely because a hand- 
ful of students threatened to create 
a riot. ; . 

During the speech Desaulnlers 
mentioned the bans placed upon' 
meetings of C.C.F., Friends of the '".v -^ilil^ 
Soviet Union, and the Federation of 
Unemployed as menacing inalien- 
able British rights. In his review 
of the current tendencies in Que- 
bec, the speaker declared that- "sup- 
pression of opinion makes for viol- 
ence and revolution." He added 
that the League would defend the 
cause of any group denied freèaéiîi' 
of speech, be it Fascist, Socialist or 
Communist. 

FORESEES ANTI-CLERICALISM. 

"The attitude , of the Church In 
this matter is unfortunate," he de- 
clared. Desaulniers pointed, out' 
that while anti-clericalism: isijdea^: 
in France because of "the silence^ 
the Chucrh, the present stand of the 
religious authorities . will surely 
bring about a rebirth of anti-cleric- ' 
alism in (Quebec. 

"There is no academic freedom in-, 
the .University of Montréal 
auhilers further chargeill' 
places limitations upon classroom' 
curriculum from outside authorities. 
The speaker added: "We must de- 
nounce all those who are agaUist 
free speech." Repression, he stated, 
can only lead to revolution, as It did 
in Russia, Spain and Mexico in the 
past few years. 

La Guardia's action in allowing a 
Nazi meeting, and. the decision of 
the Liverpool authorities in permit- 
ting Mosley to hold his assembly, 
were endorsed by Desaulniers; "We 
must substitute "justice' and toler- 
ance for all, for the present regime 
of suppression," he concluded.

but on this same date a very honest and anti- 
tiger man won this office. In other words the 
poor timid tiger was forced to live under the 
strict supervision. of Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia 
and District Attorney Dewey, and he was so 
weakened and so embarrassed because of his 
lack of Influence in the Bepublican and 
Democratic parties that he curled up and died. 

And they dug a grave and buried him. 
His chief mourners were Al Smith, Jeremiah 
Mahoney, Senator Copeland and on his 
tombstone was engraved— 

Tammany Hall is dead at last, 
It was very big but willed fast.

They Meet At Brussels. 

yniS wéek there gather at the Belgian 
* capital not only the principal Europea'n 
powers, but also with them the United States. 
Their purpose is to restore peace to the East. 
To anyone who has fallowed Far Eastern 
affairs it is evident that this is impossible 
without a complete victory for one of the 
nations at war. The only way Japan can be 
persuaded to stop is by force. The Japanese 
have declared openly that an economic boycott 
will mean war. Now the question Is— will 
Britain, fight for her Interests in China when 
she has refused to take any steps to protect 
the back door of Gibraltar? That she will 
fight in the Far East with her Mediterranean 
lifeline menaced by Mussolini is highly hn- 
probàble. It is safe to say that we may expect 
nothing stronger from Brussels than a 
resolution condemning Japan. , • 

There is, however, just the slight possibility 
that with the United States to support her 
Britain may decide to act. If, so, she may 
simultaneously secure American co-operation 
in Europe, a thing she has long been seeking. 
This may be her opportunity to drag the 
Americans into world politics. 

Thou Shalt Kill— In China. 

Returning from Shanghai, Independent 
observers bring news which seems to alter the 
present conception of the war there. This 
news Indicates that the regular Japanese army 
is not Involved on the Chinese fronts. The 
Nipponese are using reserve forces, antiquated 
equipment and théir oldest warships. At home 
they are keeping their regular land forces, 
their navy is continuing its regular patrols and 
they hold these ready to throw at any third 
power which becomes involved in the war. 

Thus the Japanese are ready to fight 
anyone who interferes with their "punitive 
measures" in China. Perhaps that explains 
why Russia is staying out of the war and 
Britain is paSslveljr:: allowing the destruction of 
the British commercial centre of Shanghai and 
the kilimg of British troops. 



Sir Ernest MacMillan in Recital. 

The second in the new series of 
organ recitals under tlie auspices 
of the Casavant Society took place 
on Tuesday evening in Notre Dame 
Church, when Sir Ernest MacMil- 
lan, already well-known in Mont- 
real in a conductorial capacity 
appeared here for the first time 
as an organist. 

The program which Sir Ernest 
played was a judiciously balanced 
one. There were works by Bach, 
Handel, and Franck, and the 
moderns were more than adequate- 
ly represented in compositions of 
Basil Harwood, Joseph Jongen, 
Palmgrei\, Louis Vierne and Healey 
Willan. 

One of the principal works was 
Bach's Trio— Sonata No. 5 in C. It 
is one of six such pieces for the 
clavichord, and may conceivably 
have lost something-in transcription 
for a sustaining instrument. Cer- 
tainly the clavichord with its two 
manuals and pedals had an infin- 
itely narrower range of tone colour 
than the modern organ is capable 
of producing, but Sir Ernest over- 
came any tendency toward mono- 
tony by his admirable choice of 
soft stops of equal power and con- 
trasted tone which gave the contra- 
puntal weavings clarity and defini- 
tion. In itself, the music is 
exceedingly spirited, with its great 
fugues and canons, and its lovely 
largo movement. 

The other large work was the F 
sharp minor symphony of Louis 
Vierne, a contemporary French 
composer who has written a num- 
ber of symphonies for the organ. 
It is a work which on first hearing 
appeared to be characterized by 
considerable harmonic originality, 
and its brilliant but eminently sub 
stantial qualities were most eflec 
lively exploited. Among the more 
interesting of the modem works 
was an Introduction, Passacaglia 
and Fugue by Healey Willan, whoso 
flrst symphony made so great an 
impression here last season. Dr. 
Willan's organ music proved as 
capable as his symphony. He has 
carefully explored the resources of 
his. instrument; and Sir Ernest left 
nothing to be desired in his sincere 
and poetic Interpretation. Daquin's 
amusing little harpsichord piece, 
"Le Coucou," a Cesar Franck Chor^ 
al, Harwood's "Requiem Aetemam,' 
and lesser works by Handel, Palm- 
gren, and Joseph Jongen completed 
the program. 

It was fitting that Notre Dame 
Cathedral should have been select- 
ed for the presentation of these re- 
citals. The fine old church provides 
an inspiring setting for tho music; 
some of the previous deficiencies in 
the organ have now been remedied, 
and it is to be hoped that those 
still remaining (they are chiefly 
detectable in the lower register) 
will receive attention. 

Five concerts are still to' be pre- 
sented in this series. The next will 
be given by Carl Weinrich, the 
eminent American organist.

FRIENDS OF CHAMBER MUSIC 
SOCIETY. 

People who like chamber music, 
or even those who Just like music, 
would do well to take note of the 
series of concerts offered this sea- 
son by the Friends of Chamber 
Music Society. The opening con- 
cert on Tuesday at the Windsor 
Hotel provided a most enjoyable 
evening for a small but very select 
audience. The two quartets, one 
by Haydn and one by Robert 
Schumann, which made up the bulk 
of the programme, were rendered 
doubly interesting to the musically 
not-so-well-educated by the intro- 
ductory remarks and piano demon- 
strations of Mr. Harry Norris, who 
later ably fulfilled his role on the 
viola as a member of the quartet. 
The whole programme was played 
with excellent sympathy and spirit. 
In fact, the efforts of the per- 
formers seemed to be linked to- 
gether more by bonds of sympathy 
than by any very great organic pre: 
cision. A certain lack of con- 
fidence, due, no doubt, to the fact 
that this was the first concert, was 
apparent at times, but any fault 
which could be found with the 
technique of the performance was 
abply made up for by the genial, 
alrnost loving spirit hi which the 
inusic was treated. This was 
especially true of the playing of Mr. 
Norris and of the 'cellist, Victor 
Schenker. 

Most perfectly executed was the 
Presto movement of the Schumann 
Quartet in F Major (Op. 41), where 
for once the performers seemed to 
give rein to their powers of ex- 
pression. The Canzonetta (Op. 12.) 
of Mendelssohn (which was repeat- 
ed as an encore) was particularly 
well received. 

Season membership in the So- 
ciety, entiUing the holder to hear 
five concerts, costs only $2.85 for 
students, and at many times that 
price would be an excellent invest- 
ment for music lovers. Member- 
ship cards may be obtained from 
Mrs. Victor Schenker or it the next 
concert on Tuesday, November 23rd. 
The Society is to be congratulated

In the issue of tlie McGill Daily 
of Monday, November 1, 1937,' there 
appears an editorial entitled "Com- 
merce-A Candid Criticism." 

In this article it is stated that 
Comn^erce has been a drag upon the 
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reputation of McGill. We would 
like to know the nature of this 
drag. Of past graduates alone, over 
one hundred are membeirs of the 
Society of Chartered Accountants 
of the Province of Quebec, a society 
whose entrance requirements are 
rated amongst the most severe of 
any professional society. There are 
at present. about one hundred and 
seventy students in this school,' 
drawn from all over Canada and the 
United State's, to say nothing of the 
largely attended evening classes in 
Accountancy and other Commerce 
subjects conducted by the Profes- 
sors of the School of Commerce. As 
such, we submit that neither in a 
professional nor financial sense can 
the graduates and students of Com- 
merce be held to be a drag upon 
the reputation or well-being of Mc- 
GiU University. 

The article . proposes to replace 
the present School with a Graduate 
Faculty. Had the author examined 
the facts, he would have found that 
this proposal had already been ad- 
vanced and thoroughly investigated 
during the principalship of the lata 
Sir Arthur Currie. It was found 
that it would not be financially 
practicable to establish such an or- 
ganization, because of the fact that 
the population of Canada, from 
whom the students would neces- 
sarily be drawn, is not yet large 
enough to warrant such a Faculty. 
At a time when McGiU's finances 
still demand of the strictest econo- 
my, we feel it would ' be a poor 
policy to abolish a financially sound 
School ill favour of a Graduate 



Faculty whose success *wouId be, at 

the best, doubtful. 

However, these criticisms Bre""ol 
comparative unimportance to tho 
statement that the personnel of th6 
School is ineificient and should be 
swept away. This is an unwarrant» 
cd libel upon the faithful services 
of a group of able and efficient 
Professors, and we denounce it as 
such. 

' Under the guidance of these.pien, 
the School of Commerce has dèvel« 
oped under difficult conditions and

First Point Scored Against 
Frosh This Season— Meet 
• Loyola in Cliampionship 
Game Saturday 

milOLSON STADIUM was the 
scene of another brilliant vic- 
tory ior the McGiU Freshmen 
eriddcrs, when they smothered 
Bishops College under a score of 
21-1 yesterday afternoon. This win, 
their fifth consecutive victory, 
brought Coach Wally Markham's 
smart outfit within a step from the 
championship. If they can hurdle 
Loyola, their opponents in the final 
game of the schedule Saturday, the 
■title is theirs, A loss to Loyola 
would result in a first-place tic and 
would necessitate a playoff between 
tj^e Frosh and Loyola. A single 
point, scored In the third quarter, 
robbed the Frosh of their enviable 
record of not being scored upon. 

McGill outplayed Bishops 
throughout the game and at no time 
could the blue and white team 
challenge the supremacy of their 
opponents. The Frosh -proved to be 
no one man team as could be seen 
by the variety of plays presented 
and the division of points scored. 
Plunging, kicking, end. runs, for- 
wards were all departments in 
which yards were gained. To name 
the stàrs of the game would mean 
the naming of all the Frosh players. 
Four touchdowns were registered 
[by the R«d team. Sylvester put 
McGill in the lead during the first 
quarter when ho plunged for a 
major score. In the third quarter 
two touches were scored on for- 
,ward passes. The first one was a 
thirty yard heave by Foster to 
Moore. Foster threw another long 
pass to Stronach, who passed to 
McLurg, who went over the line to 
score. The fourth touch was 
secured by Ross on a line play. 
FIRST QUARTER. 
The cold frigid weather paved the 
way for quick action ' and- many 
fumbles. Bishops got off to a good 
start when they moved the yard- 
sticks immediately after the kickoff. 
But the Red team soon turned on 
the heat. Sylvester made yards on 
two successive plunges. Nell added 
15 yards on the next play. Then 
Stevenson ran through the line for 
10 yards, passed to McLurg who 
relayed the ball to Moore. It was 
a beautiful play, showing teamwork, 
that netted thirty yards. An ex- 
change of kicks gained more yard- 
age for McGill. From ten yards 
out Sylvester bucked through for 
the first major score. The next 
score came In the second quarter 
when Foster booted a long punt 
for a single. 

McLurg started McGill off on the 
right foot in the second half when 
he recovered a fumble by Bishops. 
Stronach 'throw a short forward to 
McLurg. Then Foster heaved a 
thirty yard forward to Moore who 
ran across the line for a touch. On 
the kickoff Knox of Bishops booted 
the ball almost to the deadline and 
the surprised halfback was rouged. 
This point was the first point 
scored against the Frosh this season 
in five games. McLurg and 
Stronach combined on an end rlin 
to make yards. They again com- 
bined spectacularly when Stronach 
took Foster's forward pass and 
passed the ball to McLurg who 
scored a touch. 

ROSS SCORES. 
Bishops kept heaving forwards 
desperately. Many of them were 
intercepted by McGill, two Jseing 
snared by Wellington. Glassco 
started another Red lîrlve by dash- 
ing through for yards. Foster 
added 15 and Stevenson pluqged for 
yards to bring the ball Jo Bishops' 
5 yard line. It took three more 
downs to carry the ball across the 
line, with the honours going to 
Ross. The game ended as McLurg 
intercepted another futile forward 
thrown by Bishops.

also described the marvellous bon- 
fires which the' old Medical. Build- 
ing and Engineering Building 
made when they burnt down al- 
most at. the same time. Colonel 
Bovey . said he did not know 
whether some of the Undergrads 
did this or the Governors just 
needed the insurance on them. Mac- 
donald College, he said, was first 
built by Sir William Macdonald 
then presented to McGill. The 
endowment was to provide .primar- 
ily a school for ■ agriculture, and a 
provincial Normal School. 
• The ^ngUcan Club in McGill held 
at the same time a very successful 
social and' business meeting. The 
president, Ted Simons, outlined the 
purpose and probable activities dur- 
ing the year. The club, he Explain- 
ed, was formed for the purpose, of 
promoting fellowship among the 
Anglican students of McGill by 
means of socials and âtudy groups, 
in which they would study contem- 
porary chiirch problems and the 
life of Christ.

in Ontario, he remarked that this 
rate was above the average indivi- 
dual domestic, consumption. ^ 

He said that government regula- 
tion of private companies would be 
preferable to public-owned utilities, 
since there would be some opposi- 
tion to political schemes. - In< Que- 
bec private power companies pay 
9 per cent, of their total income to 
the Government in taxes, while the 
Hydro pays only 1.7 per cent. 

He referred to the percentage of 
rural electrification in the country 
and stated that British Columbia 
came first with 21.8% of its farms 
electrified, Quebec came second 
with 13.2%, while Ontario came 
third with 12.8%. This is lignili- 
cant since B.C. Power is a private 
concern and Quebec is also supplied 
by 4 private companies. . 

P. Soicher in rebuttal stated that 
twice as much power Is used in 
Ontario as in Quebec for domestic 
purposes. In conclusion he hinted 
that the integrity of "our Canadian 
statesmen" was greater than th|t 
of the power company'officials. 

Professor N. B. McLean the senior 
judge congratulated the speakers 
on their splendid efforts stressing 
the importance of being able to ex- 
press oneself fluently, accurately 
and effectively. The meeting was 
under the guidance of A. Drysdale 
of seconh year. The junior judges 
were Tom Montgomery and Ted 
I^iper. ' ' 

The subject for next week's de- 
bate will be "Resolved that the 
future of debating at McGill lies 
with the engineers."

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ing and what is shown by the gal- 
vanometer is accounted for by vari- 
ation in the fluid itself. 

Thus, doctors may determine im- 
purities, or variations in a. patient's 
blood almost instantly with a drop 
taken from 'a pin-prick in the 
patient's finger. Scientists may use 
the machine for making accurate 
studies of other fluids. 

Dr. G. H. W. Lucas, who demon- 
strated the machine in University 
of " Toronto's Department of Phar- 
macology, said the ' machine was 
extraordinarily accurate and 
speedy. Tests which formerly had 
ib be made through filtering or 
use of . an ordinary microscope 
colorimeter allowed for a wide mar- 
gin of inaccuracy, taak much longer 
to complete, and used larger quan- 
tities of the fiuid. 

• The youthful inventor of the 
photoelectric colorimeter is work- 
ing under a Banting Research Foun- 
dation Fellowship. He Is a graduate 
pliysicist. • ■

A new line of research In the 
fight against tuberculosis is being 
followed in the Banting Institute, i 
For more than a year a ceaseless 
experimentation has been carried' 
on in an effort to find a method of 
killing the tubercle bacilli in the 
sufferer without at the same time 
destroying the tissues of the body. 

A substance that could break 
through the waxy covering of the 
bacillus was sought in the enzyme 
which dissolves the wax in the 
bodies of bees. This search has 
proved fruitless, however, and a 
new approach will have to be made 
according to Sir Frederick Banting.
